Fire Prevention

Neglectca stoves, furnaces, boilers 
or chimneys account for about cne 
third of the fires in Canadian homes, 
causing $5,000,000 damage every 
year, and taking the lives of 50 or 
more persons, statistics show. 

Most frequent causes of {hese 
tragedies are reported to be over- 
heated pipes, overheated funrace or 
faulty chimney. Everyone should 
think of the need for greater  pre- 
cautions wgainst fire and now is the 
time to prepare hoating equipment 
for wintcr use authorities point out, 

Most of these tragedics could be 
prevented. Proper cleaning of furn- 
aces and chimneys, and repuirs to 
worn out or damaged equipment and 
cracked chimneys will do much to 
prevent fires, ‘I'hese precautions will 
also help to cut high fue] bills caused 
by inefficient operation of equip. 
ment, 

Clean all soot from pipes conneci 
ing the furnace to he chimney, toi 
soot can corrode the pipes. Pipes 
should also be chevked for holes an 
loose connections from whic av 
moxious smoke and dangerous coa 
gas may escape. 

Fire prevention week is well timed t 

remind people to check and clean 
their heating equipment before tix 
cold weather sets in. 

‘Finally the furnace fire box should 
be thoroughly cleaned and checked 
for other damage. Proper equipmeni 
and experience are necesary to maky 
a thorough inspection and cleaning, 
particularly the chimney. 

Further hints are offered for the 
safest and most efficient method of 
handling the furnace. All fuel gen- 
erates gas when burning, To obtain 
full heating effect from the fuel, this 
gas should be completely, burned in 
the fire box. It it escapes unburned 
through cracks in the furnace lining, 
loose joints in the pipes, or poorly 
fitting doors, it both wastes fuel and 
becomes a menace to the household, 

Proper adjustment of the damper 
and drafts is necessary to ensure 
maximum combustion. This can be 
done most efficiently by automatic 
controls, 

All doors on the furnace sould fit 


opened only when adding fuel. When 
stoking the fire, do not compleicly 
smother the flames. Leave a patch of 
red coals exposed to ignite the gases 
in the fire pot 

Another important precaution when 
handling the.furnace is to stand to 
one side when opening the fire box 
door. Many persons are seriously 
burned every year by “blow backs.’ 
If the fire as been ‘partly somothered 
by fresh coal, the unburned gases 
will accumulate in the fire box and 
erupt violently into flame as the door 
is opened. A tongue of flame nay 
billow out from the door with ex- 
plosive violence. This should not 
happen if the furnace is properly 
fired and controlled, but stepping 
agide as you open the door is always 
&@ good precaution. 

‘When furnace controls are monually 
operated, the check and draft damp- 
ers should be operated together. 
The draft should be open and the 
check closed for increased heat, then 
reversed when the furnace is burn- 
ing sufficiently strongly. 

'The turn damper in the smoke pipe 
should be between the furnace and 
the check damper. It should be ad-

Butter Supply 
Assured For 
Winter Months 


OTTAWA. — Assuring Canadian 
consumers of an adequate butter 
supply throughout the winter months, 
the Canadian Government has com- 
pleted arrangements for the pur- 
chase from Denmark and Australia 
of an additional 6,000,000 pounds of 
butter, bringing the total amount to 
he imported to approximately 15,-

Most. Farmers Across Canada 
Harvested Better Crops This Year 


eee farmers have just about finished the harvest of a bumper 
crop. A Canadian Press survey showed that all provinces except Brit 
ish Columbia and Nova Scotia expect more valuable yields than in 1947, 


Despite late planting, due to a rainy spring and an exceptionally dry period 
in late summer, most crops are above average, ' 


The farm labor supply remains 
Scarce in all provinces, National em- 
ployment offices reported that in 
most instances they were unable to 
provide enough harvest workers 
through transfers from one province 
to another. Displaced flersons have 
helped to alleviate shortages, 

Wages to farm laborers increased 
all across the Dominion. On the 
prairies workers got $6-$8 daily. In 
New Brunswick a fast potato-picker 
can earn $20 a day. 

The Nova Scotia apple crop, esti- 
mated at 1,000,000 barrel8, is about 
half normal. Other crops grew well 
after a slow start. The apple crop 
may be worth $4,000,000. 

New Brunswick may have one of 
the best crop years in history, Po- 
tatoes, the biggest cash crop, are 
expected to equal or surpass the 
1947 yield of more than $16,000,000. 

East Good 

Quebec farmers will harvest one 
of their best yields, Estimates place 
the value at more than last year’s 
$162,000,000. 

The estimated value of Ontario 


field crops is $386,881,000 compared 
With $280,340,000 last year. The 
fruit and vegetable yield is down 
from $56,415,000 in 1947 to about 
$55,443,000, ‘ 

Good Quality 

Saskatchewan crops are better in 
both yield and quality. About half 
the marketed wheat is grading at 
No, 1 Northern, Only 11 per cent. 
received this grade last season. 
Wheat is averaging 13 bushels to the 
acre, compared with 12.2 last year. 

Alberta crops are reported better 
than in 1947 when they brought in 
$238,000,000, About 117,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat will be harvested at an 
average yield of 18.5 bushels to the 
acre—better than expected after a 
wet spring and late planting. 

In British Columbia’s Okanagan 
Valley there is a big crop of good- 
quality apples, Other fruit crops 
were adversely affected by a wet 
summer, and reduced quality is re- 
ported in some cases, It is expected 
that the total crop value will fall 
far below last year’s peak.

PLASTICS INDUSTRY
